hour. Lonu before 2 o'clock, the hour 
for reconsidering, the lobby and galleries 
•were packed to tbe doors and the floor 
wan covered with the delegations from 
the Garden City ami the committee of 
thirty appointed by the maes meeting of 
Sacramento citizens last night were 
nearly pulling the cssemblymeQ ia two 
in their zeal to influence the members 
to vote in 
favor of their respactive 


causes, 


Tho confusion in the hall of repro- 


BBntiitiveu resembled tbe wheat pit in 
the board of trude hi Chicago during a 
deal. 
As the gavel sounded Mordeoai gained 


the ear of tho house above the din and 
movod to indefinitely postpone the mo- 
tion to lay the reconsideration of the 
capital resolution on the table. 


Shauahan claimed that it was not ia 


order to postpone a motion to lay on tbe 
table. Ayes and nayea wore called for, 
resulting In 58 votes to lay on the table 
and 10 to reconsider. This practically 
kills the reconsideration, and Seymour's 
resolution to move tbe state capital to 
San Joao has passed bovond recall. The 
vote was announced amid a roar of 
cheers, which aroee from tbe friends of 
Ban Jose, and (he business ol tbe house 
could not be resumed until tbe chair or* 
dered tbe lobby cleared. It took bat 10 
minutes to do this.

The legislature 
certainly does not mean to give the peo- 
ple to understand that it will submit to 
no criticism, and will reUliate arbitra- 
rily through its legislative power on any 
city or county whose" newspapers criti- 
cioe the members of that body. Yet tho 
action of Saturday night, if intended 
other than a joke, and now maintained 
in earnest, will cmtainly pive that formal 
notice to the state. To move the atate 
capital will cost the people of the state 
many million dollare more than any city 
will ever Eubecribe for tho purpose. If 
the legislature deems it necessary to in- 
flict some punishment for the indignity 
it seems to believe it has Buffered at the 
hands ot thn Beo, the proprietors of thfti 
paper urge, in all sincerity, that it is 
hardly seemly in conservative law rnak- 
era to punish the innocent and lat tho 
guilty escape."

In beginning Hs lecture Mr. Potter 
aid bo wished it understood that ho 
ook the title rather for suggestion than 
rom Boy ambitious attempt to treat so 
arfje a theme IUFO limited a time; and 
Iso that the Columbian celebrations 
:hich are taking place in our country 
earned to him to have more to do with 
ho discovery of America than with it 
iecovorer. In farr, Columbus had noth 
ng directly to L'O with the finding or the 
ettlecuent ol thin part o! the Western 
eminent which we call the United 
States ol America. 
He never set foot upon noreawiny 


portion of our shores. He was not one 
)! our national founders. Nor were his 
uotivea in the main nor his racial blood 
such as to put him in touch with the 


eculiar mental and moral forces which 
eie dominant in the subsequent found- 


ing o£ the North America cploniea and 
in ehnpins the destinies of this nation. 


Nor, whatever his benefactions to inan- 


dnd, is tbero r.ny occasion to Bet Colum- 
bus upon a historical pedestal ae an ideal 
tioral hero find exemplar—much less, SB 
aoma cf our over-zealoua brethren of the 
KoiimQifit f»itb propose, to canonize him 
as a paint. Eveu judged by the Etsml- 
arde of hie own time, wo ebould have to 


that, though very devout, ho was not 
lv moral; though pious, he was not 
ftne: though proieFHiDK an intense 
. . l to christianize the Asiatic heathen 
whom h. expected to reach by crosaini: 
I tie Atlantic, be reduced to elavery large 
nuinoers of heathen whom he actually 
found ami set tbem to work in mines un- 
der the cruelties of the laah. 


With his eccleBiaeticil greed for giving 


Bouls there miuRled a worldly greed for 
mammon. ConteEflinR himself a humble 
follower of the croB9, he was exceedingly 
fond of the norgaouB symbols of power. 
Possessed of a vigorous intellect and a 
commanding will, be yet (ailed iguomin- 
iunsly SB a ruler in political administra- 
tion.

even by tho simpler process of using 
chloroform vapor as a preservative of 
animal tissues from decomposition. All 
aniL'sthetics .11-0 open to kill in this man- 
ner, but that is the safest annrelbetic 
which puts out lifo in no other manner, 
which does not, that is to eay, cause 
either of Iho reflexes of spasmodic clmr- 
actcr during administration.--Ascli-piud.
